tion; and theretore that the Jadependency cf Parliaments 
and muft be in real Danger, till fome Remedies, as eifec- 
tual againft the pecuniary /afluents, as have been found a- 
gaintt the Prerogative, ol the Crown, areprovided. ‘lLhey 
Would thew that a {mall Sum, in Aid oi Places and Pea- 
fions, of Fears and Expedfations, might ferve for the or- 
‘dinary Charge of annual Corription; and that a {mall Sav- 
ing referved every Year might produce, at the End of Se- 
ven, a2 Fund fufficient for the extraordinary Charge of 
feptennial and uationcl Corruption. 

A wicked Adminifpration may propoie to impoverifh the 
Pecple, to render ‘hem as fubimiffive and as abject as 
the Subjects, the Boors, or the Slaves, in fome foreign 
Countries, and to beggar Them out of their Srurdine/.. 
But there is another View, that may be common to a 
weak and awicked Adminifiration both. In fuch an Age 
as We fuppofe, publick Money will be eafily granted and 
publick Accounts rarely, or incurioufly infpected. ‘The 
Minificrs therefore, though never fo weak, may be im- 
pudent enough to ask, and able enough to get, frequent 
Supplies, on national Pretences, tor private 
Ihe Confeguences of This are manifold ; for, in gene- 
ral, the more Moncy pafles through their Hands, the 
more Opportunities They have of Gaim; and, in par- 
ticular, They may fhare, if They pleafe, in every 4ad 
Barcain They make for the Publick; and the worfe 
their Bargain, the better their Share will be. TThus an 
immenfe Subfedy given tofome /ittle Prince, who deals 
in Soldiers, or an immenfe Arrear ftated in Favour of 
thele /:tt/le Merchants of humane Filefh, may be fo order- 
ed as to fteal enough trom the Publick to replenifh the 
royal Coffers, to glut the AZinsfers, to feed fome of their 
banery Creatures, and to bribe a Parliament befides. Se- 
veral of thefe eccafional fobs may be, and no Doubt will 
be contrived, in fuch an Age, and by fuch Means as We 
here fuppofe, and may be juftly reckoned as fo many 
arxiliary Funds, belonging to the ereat aggregate Fund of 
Corruption. Wet us however break off from difcourfing of 
Thefe, which may be more eafily and more frequently 
contrived under the prefent. but might have been contrived 
under the fermer Conflitution of the Revenue; and let us 
turn our Difcourfe to fpeak of that great Source of Corrup- 
fica, which was opened foon ajter the Revolution ; which 
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was unknown before it ; and which hath {pread, {ince if 
was opened, like the Box of Pandcra, innumerable Evils 
over this unhappy Country. 

The Increafe and Continuance of 7axes acguire to the 
Crown, by multiplying Officers of the Revenue, and by 
arming “Them with formidable Powers againft the reft 
of their Fellow-Subjects, a Degree of Power, whofe 
Weight the in-erjour Ranks af our People have long felt, 
and They moft, who are moft ufeful to the Common- . 
wealth, and which even the fuperiour Ranks may teel 
one Time or other; for I prefume it would not be difh- 
cult tc fhew how a full Exercife of the Pewers, that are 
in beng, with or even without fome little Additions to 
them, ior the Japrovewment of the Revenue (that ftale Pre- 
tence for Oppreffion) might oblige the greateft Lord in 
the Land to bow as low toa Commiffioner of the Cuftoms, 
or Fxcife, or to fome f/ubaltern Herpy, as any Nobleman, 
or Gentleman in France can be obliged to bow to the /ntca- 
dant of bis Province. . 

in Times of Peace, in Days of Profperity, as We 
boaft them to be, We contract mew Debts, and We create 
new Funds. What muft We do in War, and in national 
Diftrefs ? What will happen, when we have mortgared,

Now This, I fuppofe, hath Need of no Proof, and of 
hittle Explanation; for, the whole Art of Stock.

the Funds ; and, fecondly, the main Springs, that turn, 
or may turn, the artificial Wheel of Credit, and make 
the Paper Fates, that are faftened to it, rife or fall, 
lurk behind the Veil of the Trea/ury. From hence it 
follows, that if th7s Ofnce fhould be ever unrighteoufly 
adminiftered ; if there fhould ever be, at the Head of 
it, one of thofe veteran Sharpers, who hath learned by 
Experience how to improve the Folly, and aggravate the 
Mistortunes, of his Fellow-Subjects, of the Innocent, of 
the Poor, of ‘the Widow, and of the Orphan, to his 
ewn, or any other private Advantage ; it follows, I fay, 
that He muft have it in his Power, and there can be 
nd Doubt of his Will, to employ two. Afethoeds of Cor- 
ription, without any Incumbrance to the Civil Lif. Such 
a miniferial Fobber may employ the Opportunities of 
gaining on the Funds, that He can frequently create, by a 
thoufand various Artifices, (notwithftanding the excellent 
rrovifions, that have been lately made againft the sx/amous 
PraGice of Stockjobbing, by the Wifdom of the Legifla. 
ture, and which We promife ourfelves will be ftill im- 
Proved) and He may apply the Gains, that are thus made, 
to Corruption, in. Aid of the Cierl Lif. He may cor- 
rupt Men with their cw Spoi/s, and bribe even Tho/e, 
whom He reduced: by his clandeftine Practices to that 
renury, which could alone make Them capable of being 
br.ded 
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Much more might be faid, concerning the Increaf y 
Power, that the Crown hath anc muft conti. 
nue to acquire, according to tne pre/enut Confit ution and 
Management of the Revenue. Much more might be fiiq 
to fhew that the Power ef Monvry, as the World iS now 
conftituted, 1s rea/ Power, that @// Power, without 
This, is maginary ; that the Prince, who gets Prerega- 
tive alone, gets a Phantom; but that He, wv ho gets Mo. 
ney, even without Prerogative, gets fomet! fing’ real, and 
will be as much ftronger than his People, as He hath a 

reater Command of Money. In fine, a great deal more 
might be faid to fhew how much Corruption, 1s a more 
deadly Weapon than the highef# Prerogative in the Hands 
of Men, who are Excmies to fuch a Confitution of Goverr- 
encnft as ours is. 

Had We lived when the Star-Chamber tyrannized, and 
many other extravagant Powers were exercifed, under the 
Authority of the Crown, We fhould have found Fault as 
— as We dared, no Doubt; and yet have waited pa- 
tiently, perhaps; for fome favourable Opportuni ty of re- 
dreffing the Grievances. But when He herrd thefe Afs 
of Power jullify’d as legal and conftituticna/, and the 
Prerogative, by virtue of which 1 They: ere done, claum'‘d 
as a tieht in the Crown. We fhould have taken the A- 
larm, I prefume, as hot as our Predeceffors did. Thus, 
in the Cafe now before us, Cer; ruption may have been 
practife” in fome Degree, perhaps at all Times.. But 
then it hath been always kept under Ly the Shame and 
Danger, that attended both the Corruptor and the Ca- 
rupted. It hath been always complained of, never de- 
fended, and Endeayours have been ufed, from Time to 
Time, with general Applaufe, to prevent it. But at 
cording to the eg es now avow’d, thefe Endeavours 
were unjuft ; they ought to be repented of; and the y 
made in Confe G@€nce of them ought to be "repealed ;

But ii We fhould apprehend the Effects of this Dodfrine 
4s little, as We efteem the Dodé?ers, who preach it; yet 
Qill the Alarm is given by Them, and it would be Stu- 
pidity, or fomewhat much worfe than Stupidity, not to 
take it.. We defpife the Drammers and Trumpeters of an E- 
nemy Irmy (for [ relume the Allufion, that I apply’d 
in the frit o. thefe Difcourfes ;) but when We hear the 
Noife o; their Drums and Trumpets, We take the Alarm, 
and conclude. the Enemy is near. ‘The Friends of our Coa- 
fitution therefore are in the Right to join Iffue upon this 
‘Pomt with the E-memies of it, and to fix upon this principal 
and real Diftin¢tion, and Difference, the prefent Divifion 
of Pertics fince Parties. We muft have ; and fince Thole, 
which fubfitted formerly, are quite extinguifhed, notwith- 
ftanding all the wicked Hndeavours of fome Men, who can 
have no Merit but Party Merit, nor Safety but in Fadtion, 
to revive them. If there was Merit, and furely there was 
creat Merit, in oppofing the Affertors of Prerogative for- 
merly, when it rofe fo high as to endanger our Liberty; 
there is great Merit in oppofing the Affertors of Corruption 
now, and in expofing the Means, by which this Expedi- 
ent may be improved tothe Ruin of our Confitution, and 
therefore of our Liberty.
